He Seven Planets by experience are 
found to delight in ſome of the 
Twelve Signes more than in others, as 
being more agreable to their nature; and 
therefore they are termed their Houſes, | 
becauſe they are more fortunately placed 
therein, than in the reſt of the Signes. 
Each of the Seven Planets, except Sol and 
Luna, have two of the Signes allowed for 
their Houſes: As to Saturn , Capricorn | 
and Aquaria ; th Jupiter, Sagittery and 
Piſces; to Marr, Aries and Scorpio; to 
Sol, Leo ʒ ta Henws, Taurus and Libra; to

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Mercury , Gemini and Virgo; to Luna, 
Cancer : and in theſe Signes they are the 
beſt fortified, 

But although all the Planets except the 
Luminaries have two Signes allowed them 
for their Houſes, yet they are found to 
take more delight in one of the Houſes 
than in the other; viz. Saturn delights 
molt in Aquarius, Jupiter in Sagittary, 
Mars delights moſt in Scorpio, Venn 
delights moſt in Taurus, and Mercury 
delights moſt in Virgo. The Artiſt ought 
chiefly to underſtand the Houſes of the 
Planets, their Characters, and the Cha- 
racters of the Signes, before he proceed to 
any Judgement; to which I leave him, 
and proceed to the Antiſcions and Con- 
tranſcions of the Planets. 


Of the Antiſcions and Contrantiſcions of 
the Planets. 


The Antiſcions of the Planets are no 
more than when two Planets are equal- 
ly diſtant from the firſt of either of the 
two Tropical ſignes Cancer or Capricorn: 
As ſuppoſe Saturn in the 10th degree of 
Taurus, and Jupiter in the 20th degree of 
Leo ; here Saturn caſts his Antiſcion to

= Querent is that perſon (be he 
| of what degree or quality ſoever) 
that propounds the Queſtion to the Aſtro- 
loger ; and the Aſcendant, his Lord, and 
Luna, are always his figniticators, let the 
Queſtion be what it will : the Querited, is 
the perſon enquired after, or any _ 
whatſoever the queſtion is propound 

for. As for Example: Suppoſe Taurus 
aſcend upon the Cuſp of the firſt Houſe, 
then Venus Lady thereof ſhall be the Que- 
rents {ignificator. In the next place you are 


to conſider to what houſe the Queſtion 


properly belongs; if it be concerning ri- 
ches, and Gemini be upon the Cuſp of the 
ſecond, Mercury is Lord therefore of the 
ſecond Houſe, becauſe Gemini is one of 
the houſes of Mercury; ſo then Mercury 
is the ſignificator of the Querents riches 
or eſtate. If the Queſtion be concerning

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an abſent Brother, a ſhort or inland Jour- 
ney, then you are to take the third Houſe 
and Lord thereof to be the fignificator 
of the abſent Brother, c. and ſo of the 
reſt of the Houſes in order, as you are al- 
ready taught, where I ſhewed the ſigni- 
fication of the Twelve Houſes. 


A general Rule to know whether a Queſtion 
be radical, or fit to be judged. 


Before you give Judgement upon your 
Figure, you ought carefully to conſider 
whether your Figure be Radical, or fit 
for Judgement, leſt the Querent come 
purpoſely to abuſe you; for the diſcov 
of which, the Ancients have left us theſe 
following Rules. 

If you finde the Lord of the Aſcendant 
and Lord of the hour of one and the 
lame Triplicity ; or when the Lord of the 
hour, and the fign aſcending ſhall be of one 
Triplicity,the Queſtion is then radical,and 
fit to be judged. 

When the Signe aſcending, and the 
Planets poſited in the Aſcendant, or Lord 
of the Aſcendant, doth exactly deſcribe 
the Querent, then the Queſtion is fit to 
be judged, and the Artiſt may boldly pro- 
ceed. The 
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The Lord of the Aſcendant in a Signe 
of the ſame Triplicity of the Lord of the 
hour; or if the Signe aſcending in a 
Queſtion be of the ſame Triplicity with 
the Aſcendant of the Querents Nativity 
or Revolutional Figure for that year, it 
ſignifies the Queſtion is radical, and fit 
to be judged. | 

If you finde the Moles or Marks fig- 
nified by your Figure do correſpond with 
the Moles in the Querents body, that is 
a very good argument that the Figure is 
fit to be judged. | 

When the beginning of a Signe aſcends 
upon the Cuſp of the firſt Houſe , or the 
firſt or ſecond degrees thereof aſcend ; or 
if the latter degrees of a Signe aſcend, 
viz, the 28, 29, or 3oth, except the ſig- 
nificators do exactly deſcribe the Querent, 
and you have the hour of the day very 
exactly, you are not to give judgement, 
for it is an argument the matter is forged, 
or the Querent hath been at others about 
the Queſtion. 

As the Aſcendant ſignifieth the Que- 
rent, ſo the 7th houſe and his Lord figni- 
fieth the Aſtrologer himſelf : If you finde 
the Lord of the Aſcendant in Quadrate 
or Oppoſition tothe Lord of the 7th, have

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a care in giving judgement, leſt the Oue- 
rent come to abuſe you. If the Lord of 
the ſeventh be Com or afflicted by 
the Infortunes or Dragons Tail, the Aſtro- 
loger gets no credit by his Judgement.

The fignificators Maſculine ,-and in

When the ſignificators of the Moles,

Herein you are to give the Aſcendant, 
his Lord, and the Aoon, to ſigniſie the 
Querent; and that Houſe and his Lord to 
which the Queſtion appertaineth, to the 
Queſited: then conſider what applica- 
tion is between the Significators; if th 
apply to a Conjun@#ion, in Angles, (wi 
in motion, in any of their Eſſential Dig- 
nities, it ſhews the thing enquired after 
will be perfected with ſpeed; if in ſucce- 
dent Houſes, not ſo ſoon ; if in cadent 
Houſes, with much loſs of time. 

When the Siguificators apply by Sex- 
tile or Trine from good Houſes, and they 
in — their Eſſential Diguities, aud 
free the malevolent Rays of the In- 
fortunes, it is an argument the matter will 


be brought to — with ſpeed. 
If the Signibicators apply by a Quadrate 
H 2 Aſpect 


— — . —  ——— G . _— 
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Aſpect in good Houſes, and they be in their 
Eſſential Dignities, it ſhews the thing 
enquired after will be brought to perfe- 
ction, although with not ſo much eaſe, 
nor ſo good ſuccels. 

Things are ſometimes bronght to per- 
fection when the Significators are in Op- 
poſition ; but this happens when the Sig- 
nificators arein mutual reception by Hou- 
ſes : but if it be brought to _ it is 
with ſo much trouble and vexation, that 
the Querent will repeat he ſought after 
N. 

Matters are alſo brought to perfection 
by tranſlation of light and vertue, when 
the Sigaificators do not behold each 0+ 
ther, but ſome more lighter Planet ſepa- 
rateth himſelt from the one Sigaificator, 
which he was in mutual reception with, 
and then immediately applieth to the o- 
ther Signiſicatot before he come to the 
Body or Aſpect of any other Planet; and 
you may judge that nne thing enquired 
after wall, be brought to petfection by 
ſuch a perſon as that Planet ſignifieth, 
which thus tranſlates the light and vertue 
of the one Signiſicator to the other. 

There is forme hopes of perſecting the 
buſineſs enquired. after, when the Signi-

Alſo when the Significators apply by 
Body, or Aſpect, and before they come 
to their partile Aſpe& one of the Signi- 

ficators falls Retrograde, and fo hinders the 
thing inquired after from being brought to 
perfection; if it happen that the Lord of 
the Aſcendant fall Retrograde, the Que- 
rent will hardly proceed any further in the 
buſineſs. By theſe Rules, rightly under- 
ſtood, you may know the furtherance or 
hindrance in any Queſtion.

In all Queſtions whatſoever, the Aſcen- 
dant, his Lord, and the Moos, are the Sig- 
nificators of the Querent; fo the ſecond 
Houſe ſhall ſhew his Eſtate ; the third 
Houſe , his Brethren, ec. the fourth 
Houſe, his Father ; the fifth Houſe , his 
Children; the ſixth Houſe, his Servants ; 
the ſeventh Houſe, his Wife: and ſo of 
the reſt of the Houſes in order, as you 
are already taught in the twelfth Cha- 


er. 
It a Querent propound a Queſtion con- 
cer- 
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cerning the Eſtate, Riches, or Money lent 
or due to his Brother, the Aſcendant 
ſhall ſignifie the Querent; the third 
Houſe and Lord thereof, ſhall ſigniſie his 
Brother; the fourth and Lord thereof, 
his Brother's Eſtate, becauſe it is the ſe- 
cond from the third : the fifth ſhall be 
his third Houſe , and fignifie his ſhort 
Journeys ; the ſixth ſhall be his fourth 
the ſeventh ſhall be his fifth, and ſignifie 


his Children; the eighth ſhall be his ſixth, 


and fignifie his Servants, &c, the ninth

In like manner, it a Queſtion be made

cial — riſing to Sun - ſetting, 
is divided into twelve equal parts ; eac 8 
of theſe parts is called a Planetary hour. 
Alſo the night, viz. from Sun · ſetting to 
Sun; riſing, is divided into twelve parts, 
making the Planetary hours for the night. 
For Example: when the days are 14 
hours 40 min. long, then the length of 
the Planetary hour for the day is 90 min. 
and for the night but 30 min. But for 
more readineſs, behold the following Ta- 
ble, calculated for the Latitude 52, but 
may indifferently ſerve any part of Exg- 
land without ſenſible errour.

In the firſt Column on the left-hand- 
page, you have the place of the Sun to 
every fix degrees through the Twelye 
Signes: under that you finde Y and &;

24 3 and under Virgo you finde 30, 24, 
18, 12, 6: by which you ſee that the 
Sun rifeth at the ſame hour when he is 
in 6 deg. of Aries, as he doth when he 
is in 24 deg. of Virgo. The Planetary 
Hours are noted at the top of the Table, 
I, 2, 3, 4, &c. both e Noon and 
after Noon. In the ſecond Column you 
have the firſt Planetary hour after Sun- 
riſe: as, when Sol is in 6 deg. of Cancer, 
or 24 deg. of Leo, you ſhall finde the 
firſt Planetary hour continues from Sun- 
riſe, till 16 min. after 5.

If you finde the Lord of the eighth in 
the Aſcendant in Quadrate to Lana, or 
Lord of the Aſcendant in the fourth, Pe- 
regrine, Combuſt, or Retrograde, you 
may. give the ſame judgement. 

If the Lord of the Aſcendant be ſepa- 
rated from the Lord of the eighth, the 
party hath been in danger of death. 

If he be ſeparated from the Lord of the 
6th,you may conclude the party hath been 
ſick, G e. Judge accordingly in the reſt. 

If none of theſe happen, but you finde 
all the Significators eſſentially ſtrong, and 
well placed in the Figure, and ia good 
Aſpect of the Fortunes, the party is then 
in a good condition, & c. 


Of @ thing ſuddenly happening, whether 
good or evil is ſignified thereby ? 


Herein you are to take the exact time 
when the accident happened , or when 
you firſt heard the relation: If the Lord 


of the Aſcendant be eſſentially ſtrong, 


and the Moon be alſo ſtrong, and in good

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aſpe& with the Fortunes, and they Lords 
of good.

Fortunate Planets, or Dragons Head 
in the Aſcendant, in good aſpect with the 
Lord of the Aſcendant, or the Moon or 
their diſpoſitors ſtrong, and in reception, 
it promiſeth good to the Querent.

Of a Ship at Sea, her ſaſety or deſtru@ion ? 


The Signe aſcending, and the Moon, are 
the Significators of the Ship, and the 
Goods contained in her ; the Lord of the 
Aſcendant is the Significator of thoſe that 
ſail in her. 

The parts of the Ship are divided ac- 


cording to the Signes of the Zodiack, in 
this manner:

After this Conſideration being careful- 
ly obſerved, you may confider which of 
theſe Twelve Signes are fortunate at the 
time of your Queſtion, and which are un- 
fortunate, by the preſence of the lufor- 
tunes; and thereby you may exactly in- 
form your Querent, which part of the ſhip 
is moſt in danger. 
Thoſe parts are beſt fortified, which 
have the Moor eſſentially ſtrong, and in 
good aſpect of the Fortunes. 
If you finde the Lord of the eighth The ſhip 
Peregrine in the Aſcendant, or the Lord be loft. or

If the Aſcendant and the Moos be un- 
fortunate, and the Lord of the Aſcendant 
fortunate, you may judge the ſhip 1s like 
to be drowned; but the men will be 
ſaved. . 

But if all the Significators are free, and 
no ways afflicted, you may then judge the 
ſhip to be in a very good condition, and all 
the perſons belonging unto her alſo. 

If it be demanded what ſucceſs a ſhip 
ſhall have upon her ſetting forth , and 
what ſhall happen unto her ere ſhe re- 
turn , you mult obſerve the Angles of 
the Figure; and if you finde fortunate 
Planets and the Moon therein, and the 
unfortunate Planets Cadent, Combult, or 
under the Sun, Beams, no ways afflicting 
the Moon, or Lord of the Aſcendant, then 
you may conclude that the Ship and all 
things contained therein ill go ſaſe to 
the place intended. 

If the Infortunes be angular, or in ſuc- 
ccdent Hquſes , ſhe will meet with ſome 


pre- 
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prejudice in the way, and the misfortune 
will fall in that part ſignified by the ſigue 
where the Iufortune is poſited. 

If Mars do afflict the Lords of the Au- 
gles, and the Diſpoſitor of the Moon, the 
Mariners will be in great fear of their 
Enemies, or of Pyrates. If the tenth 
Houſe be infortunated by Mars, and near 
violent Fixed ſtars, and Mar, in an hu- 
mane ſigne, the Ship will be in great dag- 
ger of burning either by Enemies, or ſome 


' ſudden accident; and the danger ſhall 


begin in that part of the Ship ſiguified 
by the ſigne wherein the Infortune was 
placed in the Figure. 

If the aforeſaid Significators be quick 
in motion, the Ship will fail quickly, and 
make a ſhort return. 

And if it happen that there be a Q- 
drate or Oppoſition betwixt the Lord of 
the Aſcendant and Diſpoſitor of the Moor 
without reception, then will there be

The Lord of the Aſcendant, or the

ns; the Moon or any other Planet tranſ- 
ferring the light of the Lord of the ſe-

If Jupiter, who is a natural ſignificator 
of Riches, or Venus, or Dragons Head, be

In this Judgement you ought carefully 
to obſerve the time of the party's falling 
N 3 ſick, 
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ſick; not that time in which the party 
firſt had a feeling of a ſickneſs approach- 
ing, but that very time in which he 
was ſo extreamly oppreſſed, that he was 
enforced to take his bed; and erect your 
Figure upon that very time : and herein 
you ought carefully to rectifie the place 
of the Aon ; for ſhe is a general Signi- 
ticatrix in this caſe. 

But if that time cannot be obtained,then 
accept of the time wherein the Patients 
Urine was brought to you to enquire of 
the Diſeaſe ; or when the Patient en- 
quires of the Phyſician of the nature of 
the Diſeaſe, himſelf. 

Then be pleaſed to conſider that the 
Aſcendant and his Lord are the Significa- 
tors of the ſick party; the ſixth Houſe 
and his Lord, ſignifies the Sickneſs; the 
ſeventh, his Phyſician ; the eighth, death; 
the tenth, his Phyſick ; the fourth, the 
end of the Diſeaſe. And ſo I proceed to 
the parts of mens Bodies under the Seven

Breaſt, 
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Rreaſt, Stomach, or Liver, as Pluriſies, 
want of Digeſtion, want of Appetite to 
Victuals, coldneſs or over-heat of the 
Stomach, Cancers in the Breaſt, Dropſies, 
Coughs, ec. 

Under Leo are all diſeaſes incident to 
the Heart and Back, as Qualms, Paſſions, 
Palpitations, trembling of the Heart, vi- 
olent burning Feavers, the yellow Jaun- 
dice, all diſeaſes proceeding from aduſtion 
of Blood, the Peſtilence, and all hurts 
in the Breaſt. 

Under Yirgo are all diſeaſes incident to 
the Bowels, the Meſeraick Veins, the O- 
mentum, the Diaphragma, Spleen, Worms 
in the belly, and Wind in the guts, Ob- 
ſtructions, the Cholick and lliack pal- 
fions, hardneſs of the Spleen, Hypocon- 
driack Melancholy.

Herein you are to obſerve the Aſcen- 
dant, the 285 Houſe, and place of Lana, 
for they are the natural ſiguificators of 
the diſeaſe. | 1 
If you finde the Aſcendant afſlicted by 
the preſence of an Infortune or Dragons 
Tail, the Patient is afflicted in his Head, 
(it being the firſt of the Houſes : as Aries 
is the firſt of the Signes , ſo the ſecond 
Houſe rules the Neck and Throat, and fo 
of the reſt of the Houſes in order.) Al- 
ſo obſerve what part of the body the

It you finde the Significators of the 
ſickneſs in fiery Signes, the diſeaſe comes 
of Choler, arguivg Feavers, or ſuch- 
like Diſeaſes, &. Earthly Signes ſhew 
the diſeaſe proceeds from melancholy 
humours, long and tedious Feavers, A- 
gues, ec. | 

Airy Signes ſhew the diſeaſe proceeds 
from blood, and wind; as Leproſie, the 
Gout, &-c. Watry ſignes ſigniſie the di- 
ſeaſes proceed from cold and moiſt cau- 
ſes, as rotten Coughs, all diſeaſes procee- 
ding from water, and ſalt flegm, &c. 

Saturn Significator of diſeaſes , ſhews 
they are of a long continuance, as Gon- 
ſumptions, Quartan Agues, Coughs, &c. 
If he be in Leo or Capricorn Combuſt, or 
with Dragons Tail, or with violent fixed 
Stars, he produceth peſtilential Feavers. 

Saturn in fiery ſigues, ſhews dangerous 
Feavers,eſpecially in Leo he gives a hectick 
Feaver : If he be in watry Signes, the 
diſeaſe proceeds from groſs viſcous hu- 
mours, occaſioned by cold and moiſt di- 


ſtem with a continuing flux, and cold 
trenbliog 0 In 
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In movable Signes, he ſhews flux of 
humours, the Dropſie, cc. If he be in 
common Signes, he gives compound diſea- 
ſes, ſuch as run out of one diſeaſe into a- 
nother : If he be in fixed Signes, he ſig- 
nifies diſeaſes of long continuance, as 
Quartan Agues, Gouts, &c. 

If Jupiter be the Significator of the 
difeale, he afflicts the Liver, he ſhews a 
bad digeſtion, the blood abounds either 
in quantity or quality. If Jupiter be in 
à fiery ſigne, he ſigniſics Feavers, but of 
no long continuance, the body abounds 
with too much choler. If he be in airy 
Signes, the blood abounds in the body. 
If in watry Signes, the blood is watriſh, 
or too thin. If Jupiter be in earthy 
Signes, the blood is troubled with viſcous 

ofshumours, proceeding from Melan- 

_ choly; the blood is too groſs, and has no 

/ free paflage through the Veins. 

If Aar be Signiſicator of the diſeaſe, 
and in the fiery Triplicity, it ſignifies the 
diſeafe is a ht burning Feaver, or the 
Peſtilence. If Saturn alſo be mixt in 
figaifieation, the diſeaſe hath a ſhare of 
Melancholy. When Mars is Author of 
the diſeaſe , and- poſited in a common ,

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it is not eaſily known what it is. Always 
when Mars is ſignificator of the diſeaſe, 
it never continues long, but ends either 
one way or another. 

If Venus be Significator of the diſeaſe, 
it oſten comes by drinking, or venereal 
ſports. Venus in fiery Signes, ſometimes 
produceth Feavers : if Mars be joyned 
with her in ſignification, the Feaver is 
rotten,proceeding from flegm. 

If Mercury be Significator of the di- 
ſeaſe , the lick party is afflicted in his 
Head, the diſtemper lies in the Brain; 
either madneſs or Falling-fickneſs is to be 
feared : If Mars be joyned in ſigaifica- 
tion with him, it is a Frenzie. 

The Moon in Aries in the 8th Houſe, 
afflicts the Head extreamly ; the Lord of

diſeaſes 3 Sol and Jupiter, ſnort ; but Mars, 
ſhorter than either of them; Venus, in- 
different; Mercury, various according to 
the Planet he is joy ned with; the Moor 
gives much ſickneſs which often returns, 
as Agues, Falling Sickneſs, &. 

You are alſo to conſider the Signes 
poſſeſſing the Aſcendant , 6th Houſe, or 
place of the Moon. And conſider that 
fixed Sigues ſhew Chronick difeaſes 3 com- 
mon Signes ſhew diſcaſes not very long, 
neither very ſhort 5 movable Signes de- 
note the diſeaſe to end quickly either one 
way or another. 

It an .Infortune be Lord of the 6th, 
and in the 6th, it denotes the diſeaſe to 
continue long; a Fortune, the contra- 
ry. 
You are alſo to conſider the age of 
the ſick party 3; for old age brings longer 
diſcaſes than youth: alſo their Com- 
plexion ; for a Melancholy man retains a 
diſcaſe longer than a Cholerick. 

Alſo the time of the year; for Autumn 
and Winter bring longer diſeaſes than 
Spring or Summer. 


The latter degrees of a Signe upon the 
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Cuſp of the 6th, is an argument of a ſhort 
fickneſs. If the Lord of the 6th be ſtron- 
ger than the Lord of the Aſcendaut, the 
lickneſs increaſes, and gets ſtrength againſt 
Nature. But if the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dant be (ſtronger than the Lord of the 
6th, Nature will recover its {trength, and 
the diſeaſe decreaſeth. | 

If Luna be angular and ſtrong, or ap- 
plying to a Sextileor Trine of the Lord of 
the Aſcendant, the diſeaſe will quickly be 
cured, 

The Lord of the 1oth in the Aſcendant 
in any of his Eſſential dignities, or in 
good Aſpect to the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dant, ſhews that the party will eaſily be 
cured by good Medicines. 

If the Moon be Lady of the Aſcendant, 
it ſhews that ill diet was the cauſe of the 
diltemper, or perhaps Surfeiting by drink- 
ing, Oc. 

The Lord of the Aſcendant in the 6th, 
or Lord of the 6th in the Aſcendant, ſnews 
a long diſeaſe ; alſo if the Lord of the 
Aſcendant be flow in motion, you may 
paſs the ſame Judgement. 

If the Lord of the Aſcendant, Sol, or 
Lana, be joyned tothe Iufortunes, it pro- 
longs the diſeaſe.

Herein you are to conſider the Aſcen- 
dant, and Lord thereof, and Lana: fir(t 
therefore, if you finde Jupiter, Venus, 
Sol, or Luna in the Aſcendant, not aflli- 
Qed by the Lord of the 8th, nor being 
Lord of the 8th themſelves, promile a 
ſpeedy recovery, . 

The Moon or Lord of the Aſcendant 
ſeparating from a malevolent Planet, or 
ſrom the Lord of the 6th, and applying 
to a Fortune, fortunately placed in the 
Figure, denotes the ſame. 

If Luna be angular, well poſited, free 
from the body or beams of Saturz or 
Mars, or the Lord of death ; or if the 
Moon be void of courſe at the decumbi- 
ture, and upon a Critical day behold a 
good Planet or Star, it is a ſigne of reco- 
very to the lick party.
